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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement

Claim Objections 

Claims 4-28 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot be dependent on a multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims 4-28 have not been further treated on the merits. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Levin (USPN 
5,813,410). 

Claims 1 and 3, Levin discloses a multi-compartment urinary bladder device with 
interconnecting valves and fluid flow controls, col. 7, line 15+ and Figures 11-13. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Leonard, Andre (WO 
95/11637). 

Claim 2, Leonard discloses a bladder prosthesis with multiple modular parts, see claims 
and Figure 1.
